China Mail’ writer WILLIAM SMYLY continues the report of his 
two weeks as a deckhand aboard a Hongkong fishing trawler. 


T he Great . Galleons- 
Still Survive 


Our first morning at sea aboard the Lock Hing 


No. 


wheelhouse impossible to endure. 


But, most of the crew re- 
-mhined in their bunks 
except when called out 
for meals or-some task 
ori the nets ordered by 
the mate. 

Thad the deck to myself the 
rest of the time and lay 
on a couch of neta piled 
upon the hatches, and 
burned my face in the 
sun. . 

About Il o'clock we passed 
the most glorious sight of the 
yoyage. We were running 
through a fairly high sea with 
Avesh on winds astern 
and huge rollers running | with 
us, sweeping us along on~ thelr 
crests or Jeaving us wallowing 
In ths troughs between as they 
raced away ahead at about 
knots. . 

And then on the = starboard 
side we passed one of the 
lurgest of the huge Hongkong 
galleons. 

I believe these ships nre now 
peculiar to Hongkong.
